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Hazrat Syed Budh’dhan Bahraichi le (1245 41 4a.) was born the 5" of the Month of February 1476/8 
Shawwal 880 AH in Badi Haat, Bahraich, Uttar Pradesh India. At the time of his birth, all the hair on 
his head was white, so his name was Budh’dhan.* His Father's name was Hazrat Makhdum Syed Allah 
Dad cele (glad att! doa y, ; 

The family of Hazrat Syed Budh’dhan Bahraichi (le (.lle45 41 4a) came to India from Baghdad in the 
7" AH 11th CE Century, to seek refuge from the Scrouge of Hulagu Khan and settled in Bahraich in a 
Town by the name of Makhdumpura, which is now known as Badi Haat. Hazrat Syed Zafar Ahsan 
Bahraichi (le ¢l-2i5 at) 4c quotes from his Father, Hazrat Maulana Syed Shah Aizaz-ul-Hasan 
Nagshbandi Mujaddi cle (55 ail 4a (Sajjada Nashin Khanqah Naeemia Bahraich: 

“In ancient times, there were two fires in Bahraich because at that time the entire population of 
Bahraich was made up of houses of fus, so the whole city was burnt and no one could save their 
belongings. Now only the date of the Passing Away and the names of some elders of the lineage can be 
known. 

There was a lot of urban land. Some villages such as Diha, Bakshipura, Imamganj etc. belonged to his 
family. The present Bahraich Railway Station in the City of Bahraich is built on their Family’s land. 
Hazrat Syed Budh’dhan Bahraichi (dle (l25 atl 4a) received Permission from Hazrat Makhdum 
Sheikh Hussam-ud-Din Fatehpuri (le ¢lli5 atl 4x5, the sole disciple of Hazrat Sheikh 'Abd al-Muqtadr 
bin Rukn-ud-Din Shariha (le ¢llsi5 al44ay, After the Passing Away of Hazrat Makhdum Sheikh 
Hussam-ud-Din Fatehpuri <sle (leis ail 4a5, he came to the service of Hazrat Syed Ajmal Shah 
Bahraichi (le ¢.Wls45 at) 4ea_) and after receiving complete inner education from him, he became his Jalil- 
ul-Qadr Khalifa.* Hazrat Maulana Syed Abdul Hai Hasani cele (-llais ai! 44a, in his book, Al-Allam 
Baman fi Tarikh-ul-Hind Min al-A'lam writes:* 

“Sheikh as-Salih al-Faqih Hazrat as-Syed Budh’dhan al-Bahraichi (le (1255 ail 4.) was one of the 
most famous and well-known scholars. He received Permission from Hazrat Sheikh Hussam-ud-Din 
Fatehpuri cle (ellis ail 40a, a Disciple of Hazrat Sheikh 'Abd al-Mugtadir bin Ruknuddin Al-Sharihi 
cele (pllaig ail doa, Hazrat Syed Budh’dhan Bahraichi (le (.!Ls55 ai!

East side of the Bahraich Railway Station Road in the City of Bahraich. 
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
